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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 2/25/2005 have been fully considered but they are not fully 
persuasive. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. The rejection of Claims 1-10 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, is withdrawn 
because of the amendment filed 2/25/2005. 



4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 



5. The rejection of Claims 1-10 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, is withdrawn because 
of the amendment filed 2/25/2005. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 1-3 and 5-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over EP 
1206976. 

'976 teaches waterproofing surfaces by creating microstructures of 10 nm-10 microns 
height and 20nm-10 microns spacing, by application of hydrophobizing agents such as siloxane 
or perfluorohydrocarbons, either liquid or dissolved ([19} and [20] of translation). The agents 
may be dissolved in water or water/organic solvent mixtures ([24]). The agents are liquids like 
silicone oils or compounds that are dissolved in water or water/organic solvents, such as PTFE 
([2-]), thus meeting claim 11. The surface conditions and agents used overlap with that claimed 
by applicant, and therefore the process as a whole inherently meets the static contact angle and 
surface tension relationships claimed by applicant. The agent is applied at 0.01-50 wt % ([24]), 
which appears to overlap with applicant's claimed coating. 

'976 fails to teach the g/m2 amount of the application, but it would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art to have optimized the application amount through no more than 
routine experimentation. 
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The applicant has argued in the 2/25/2005 amendment that 4 976 does not teach a liquid 
coating with a kinematic viscosity of <2000 mm2.sec. However, applicant has canceled the only 
claim (4) that claimed this value, and therefore the point is moot. 

The applicant has also argued that 4 976 discloses only hydrophobizing coatings that are 
solid. The examiner believes that not to be the case. For instance, see [0023]-[0025] for 
compounds such as silicone oils or other agents dissolved in water or water/organic solvent

mixtures. 

The applicant has also argued that their coating is a liquid metal (page 4). However, the 
examiner cannot find where in the specification as originally filed it is stated that the coating is 
liquid metal. 

Specification
